A WILD BOAR HUNT. 


The Reyal Sport in Germany. 


Tn the jail o f1IS77 the Emperor Wil- 
liam |. of Germany and his son, the 
Crown Prince, afterward the beloved 
Emperor Frederick I.. came down to 
Cassel, where my regiment was then 
stationed, to attend a wild boar hunt 
organized by the Forrestry Depart- 
ment. I was one of the officers chosen 
by the Crown Vrince as a guard of 
honor. About forty of the most pro- 
minent military men of Germany were 
to join in the hunt, which was to take 
place ten miles out of town on the 
public domain. 

The guard of honor, which consist- 
ed of twelve captains and Leutenants, 
did not expect a grezt share of the 
sport, for we were not to be given 
the best pesitions in the line. 


The Crown Prince was an enthus- 
lastie sportsman and a erack shot. 
He was extremely popular with all 


Classes in Germany, and was fairly 
idolized by the officers of the Prussian 
army. There was much competition 
as to who should be his immediate 
personal attendant: and Count Berns- 
dort, a Heutenant in my regiment, ob- 
tained this honor. 

In Germany the Forresiry Depart- 
ment has charge of all game, and 
those who hunt over the grounds un- 
der its supervision must obey its rules 
Only muzzle-guns and rifles are al- 
lowed to be used, so that “‘slaughters® 
are impossible. An unwritten rule 
forbids any man who calls himself a 
hunter to take to a tree if attacked. 
For defence in such a case a long 
knife, called a hirsehfanger, is ¢ar- 
ried. 

Only three animals In Germany will 
charge, namely: the bear, wild boar, 
and wolf. If, in hunting the boar, 
one has fired and failed to kill, the 
chances are ten to one that the ani- 
mal will charge. Dropping on one 
knee, the hunter holds his hirsehfan- 
ger with both hands against his chest 
and strives to direet the point of the 
weapon against the spot between the 
shoulder blade and neck of the charsg- 
ing brute. 

If the hunter fails in this, he must 
throw himself face downward on the 
ground and fold his arms over his 
head. The furious boar does not stop 
in his wild charge to worry a pros- 
trate form: but he will rush over or 
by, and his sharp tusks generally sive 


aslashin the man's arm, thigh oor 
side, the marks of which he will carry 
to lis grave, 

Five seconds after the crash,if the 
hunter is able to look about him, he 
may hear the boar making through 
the underbrush a hundred yards 
away, and will be thankful that he 
has escaped with so slight injury.

HOW THE QUEEN’ S $ WASHING iS DONE 


All About the Royal Laundry. 


It may not be generally known that 
the Queen has a special laundry, but 
such is the case, and it would be diffi- 
cult indeed to pick a more pictures- 
que spot than that occupied by the 
Royal Laundry on the borders of 
Richmond Park. 


At the entrance to the drive is a 


pretty ivy covered cottage, beyond 
whieh it is Impossible for the unau- 
thorized stranger to pass, as the 


Royal Laundry is almost as jealously 


guarded as the Bank of England, and 
the drive itself in summertime is ren- 
dered beautiful by the greenery and 
masses of red roses on either side. 
Arriving at the laundry, it is found 
to be a large but rather unpreten- 
tious ivy-covered bui Iding, and upon 
entering it the usual smell of soap 
and soda peculiar to “washing day” 
is very much in evidence. 

Along each side of the passages are 
large, ventilated cupboards, in which 
the several kinds of soup are kept, 
tons of which are bought at a time, 
and tremendous chests filled with 
soda and carbonate of soda are also 
to be seen. 

The ordinary linen, consisting of 
towels, tablecloths, ete., arrives at 
the laundry in huge square baskets. 
These are then emptied, the contenta 


sorted, compared and cheeked with 
the lists accompanying them. 


The persona! linen of the Royal 
Family is sorted in a special room, 
the wooden boxes containing it bear- 
ing brass plates upon which is in- 
scribed the owner's name and number 
of the box, such as “The Queen, No.

It attacks all parts of the body, 
but fs most commonly found on the 
face, the back of the hands and the

Children contract it oftener than 
adultes, probably because their skin is 


more tender, and because peculiar op- 


portunity is afforded for d'reet con- 
tact of the person in schools and 
other places where children congre- 


gate. The disease is commonly apread 
by means of caps and other articles 
of clothing, and by combs. 

When it attacks the scalp the hairs 
become dry, brittle and twixted, and 
fall out. The ends next the skin look 
rough, as though bitten of gnawed 
off. 

Since ringworm {a parasitical in ites 
origin, it might be supposed that 
measures of simple eleanliness would 
remove it or prevent ita occurrence; 
but while such measures hinder {ts 
epread to some extent, its thorough 
removal ie effected only by remedies 
aimed at the destruetion of the para- 
site, 

This l# a much more serious task 
than it would be if he growth of the 
fungus took place directly upon the 
surface of the skin. It is therefore im- 
portant that the treatment should 
be exactly fitted to the peculiarities 
of the particular case, 

It ia the more important that pro- 
fessional adviee should be sought, be- 
cause the oecurrence of ringworm i 
often associated with a degree of ays- 
temic debillty of insufficient nutrition 
Some of the most rapid and perma- 
nent recoveries from thie troublesome 
disease are obtained when, in addi- 
tion to proper medicinal treatment, 
the patient is sent aways from home 


for a time, though the distance be 
but slight. 

A writer in a recent medical re- 
view says that when ringworm ap- 
pears in a school, rigid measures 
should be taken to prevent its spread 
as the disease though apparentiy 
easily cured, Is apt to recur, and,
